EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


No Director Yet 


As the summer recreation season nears an end, it is 
obvious that the two directors and their ‘‘bosses’’, the 


Recreation Committee, have been doing an excellent job. 


They have not appeared to slack off, under the uncer- 
tainties of the recreation situation in the community. 

It is now five months since the voters approved spend- 
ing tax dollars to pay a recreation director — they wanted 
such a person to assume responsibility for planning and 
running a recreation program here year-round. 

The town manager, from a list of candidates, selected 
one person and recommended him to the Selectmen, with 
the approval of the Recreation Committee. The Selectmen 
did not approve the appointment, and thus tossed the 
matter back to the manager for further action. 

He has written to various sources, as suggested by the 
Selectmen, and has a couple of applications, plus those 
originally received. 

As soon as Mr. Duff returns from vacation, there should 
be some action on an appointment — or there should be a 
statement that no Suitable candidate can be located. One 
way or the other, this appointment should be cleared out 
of the pending file. 

The longer this appointment waits, the longer becomes 
the list of things the director should have been doing, but 
obviously car not do. We’ll find ourselves without a plan 
for the winter or next spring, if we don’t get some action 
pretty soon. 


Hint Of Events To Come 


A hint, and only a hint, of what is to come in the way 
of massive movement of gravel can be seen any day on 
Route 93, at the junction with Route 495. 

Giant ‘‘cats’’ roar across the highway, taking huge 
loads of fill from one side to the other. Dust rises in 
clouds, and automobile safety becomes a big factor on the 
thru-way. 

When construction reaches Shawsheen Village — with 
the big filling problem facing contractors there — we can 
only vaguely imagine the problems that motorists and 
residents will face. 

It’s obvious, however, that the big interchange at North 
Main st. and Union st. will take many long months to 
construct. Some of that time will be spent in filling up to 
road level — with the accompanying nuisances such as 
are evident on Route 93 at the moment. 

It’s going to try the patience of residents and town 
officials alike — but hopefully, if a real spirit of coopera- 
tion exists, it will be possible to come through that period 
of time without too many lost tempers.
